REPORT. 


The  Joiot  Committe  of  the  two  booses  of  the  G^eneral  Assembly, 
appointed  in  porsoajice  uf  resolatioa  No.  8,  of  December  session  IS-fO, 
respeclfoUy  report :  that  discharge  of  the  duties  required  of  them 
bj  said  resolution  they  received,  from  the  Treasurer  of  tJie  Western 
Shore  and  receipted  far  certificates  of  Stock  of  the  State,  standing  m 
his  official  name  and  to  his  credit,  on  the  books  of  the  Staters  loan  office 
in  Baltimore  since  the  first  day  of  January  IS42,  and  to  L'le  first  day  of 
January  I S43,  together  amounting  to  nineteen  thousand  ei^ht  hundred 
and  ninety  three  doilars,  eighty-three  cents,  being  so  much  of  the 
Statels  Stock  appcrtainii^  to  the  sinking  fund  as  he  purchased  for  its 
augmentation  in  the  year  ending  on  the  firs!  day  of  December  IS43 
and  of  the  several  issues,  amounts  and  denominations  following,  to  wit:

All  the  certificates  were  examined  by  your  Comm:t:e-e,  cojn.eJ  and 
bomed  in  the  presence  of  the  Treasurer.  Your  c-omriiiiiee  lunlier 
report,  that  m  the  discharge  of  their  duties  they  proceeded  to  the  City 
of  Baltimore  and  examined  the  proceedings  of  John  S.  Giltin^Esq.  Com- 
missioner of  Loans  of  the  ^tate  from  the  firs!  day  of  January  1S42,  to 
the  Ist  day  of  January  1843,  and  the  ComuJiiee  with  pleasure  ack- 
nowledge the  fidelity  with  which  the  responsible  duties  to  the  State 
have  b^n  discharged,  and  the  facility  adbrded  to  the  Cooimittee  to 
make  a  full  and  free  inspection  into  the  accuracy  of  the  accounts,  and 
for  an  account  of  the  receipts,  disbursements  and  balance  in  his  hands, 
and  of  the  present  condition  of  the  sterling  debt  and  currency  dedt  of  the 
State.  Tour  committee  beg  leave  to  call  your  attentionto  the  appendix 
mariced,  exhibits  A.  &  B.  prepared  under  their  directions  and  accompa- 
nying this  report. 

1  be  Committee  examined  with  great  care,  the  transfer  hooks  and 
compared  the  certiucate  book  and  tiacsiVr  ledger,  from  January  Ist 
1842  to  January  Is:  1543,  with  the  several  cancelled  certifica:e«,  for 
which  others  had  been  issued,  and  those  cancelled  were  burned  bv  vour 
Committee. 


We,  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  Senate  ^id  House  of  Delegates  o( 
Maryland,  in  pursuance  and  ior  the  purposes  of  Resolution  No.  8,  of 
Dfcniiber  session  lb-10,  have  tliis  7tli  day  of  March,  1843,  received  of 
the  Treasurer  of  the  V^  estern  Shore  l^oan  Ollice,  certificates  of  btocks 
ot  the  Stale  issued  in  his  favor  and  placed  to  his  credit  on  the  Books  of 
the  State's  Loan  O'hcc  in  Ballinioie,  since  the  I  si  Deceinhei  1841,  and 
before  the  1st  December  1842,  together  amounting  to  nineteen  thousand,
